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PANGO PANGO. 
T h e Papers R elating to the T itle to the 
H arbor at Sam oa. 
W ashin gton, February 1st.—The papers 
relating to the harbor oí Pango Paugo, 
which Senator Sherman announced in tue 
Senate this morning had been received 
from Secretary Bayard, are of interest, in 
view of the prominence given at present to 
Samoan affairs. Secretary Bayard’s letter 
to Sherman is as follows: 
Observing that the question of the rights of 
the United States at I‘an go Pango harbor, in 
Samoa, are under discussion in ihe Senate, I 
inclose, for such use as you may deem proper, a 
copy of the deed of transfer of that harbor to 
the United States in 1878, a copy of which was 
sent to the Navy Department at the time of its 
receipt here. With it are two notes of Mr. 
Goward, who was the United States Commer­ 
cial Agent at that station, which are expli.ua'ory 
of the transfer. 
The deed referred to was made out on 
board the United States steamer Adam», in 
the harbor of Pango Pango, and reads us 
follows : 
To whom it may concern : Be it known that 
w-e, the undersigned, being duly authorized and 
empowered by Taimua and Taipule, of the 
Samoan Government, do hereby, on this fifth 
day of August, 1878, transfer to the Government 
of the United Stales the privilege of using the 
port of Pango Paugo and the shores thereof, in 
accordance with the provisions of the treaty oi 
friendship and commerce concluded at Wash­ 
ington between the United States and Samoa on 
the 17th day of January, 1878. (Signed by the 
Chiefs.) 
The letter from Mr. Goward to Assistant 
Secretary Rives, dated January 31. 1879, 
says that four persons signed for the 
Samoa authorities, in view of the fact that 
they were the individual owners of the 
property along the shores of the harbor of 
Pango Pango. Continuing, the letter says: 
In my opinion, this instrument might 
be

as 
transferring 
to

United States ‘he title to the laud. At the time 
1 was not authorized or prepared to accept an 
absolute title, in fee simple, not knowing how- 
far the United States Government desired to 
proceed in the matter. For that reason the 
phraseology employed wa6 that used in the 
treaty, leaving it thereby for interpretation by 
the State Department and Government. The 
island was selected as the place for raising the 
flag and commemorating the event, in consider­ 
ation of the fact that it commanded a view of 
the whole harbor, with the intention of not con­ 
fining the United States Government in its se­ 
lection of any particular part of the shore lor 
use as a coaling station during the period cov­ 
ered by the language of the treaty, viz., ten 
years or more. _______ 
TALKING BUSINESS. 
R esolutions to bo Offered iu Regard to 
the Sam oan Affair. 
W ashington, February 1st.—The news 
of the recent action of the German forces 
at Samoa has given rise to a commotion 
among the members of the House, and 
much indignation is felt at the announce­ 
ment that the Germans intend to search 
vessels arriving at Samoa. Representative 
Thomas, of Illinois, who is a particularly 
active and influential member of the Naval 
Committee, has prepared a resolution which 
will be presented to the House at the first 
opportunity. It is as follows: 
Whereas, From reports transmitted to Con­ 
gress by the President of the United States, and 
from current newspaper accounts, the rights of 
American citizens appear to have been grossly 
invaded, and the commercial interests of the 
United States jeopardized bytbe action of the 
German Government, through its naval forces, 
in the Samoan islands; and whereas, late 
newspaper dispatehts show that steps have 
been taken looking to the acquisition of the 
Samoan islands by the German Government, 
in violation of the rights and integrity of the 
Government with which the Government of the 
United States holds treaty and commercial rela­ 
tions. and in violation of the treaty rights of the 
United States : therefore, be it 
Resolrcd, By the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives of the United States, in Congress as­ 
sembled. that the President is hereby author­ 
ized and directed to take such steps, forcibly, if 
deemed expedient, as are necessary and proper 
to protect and m aintain the honor, dignity and 
interests of the flag and Government of the 
United States and its citizens, wherever dis- 
pt r.ed, against the acts of the Emperor of Ger­ 
many, or his forces. 
TH E ONLY COURSE. 
G erm any Should be M ade to R estore 
Sam oa's S tatus Quo. 
W ash in g to n , February 1st. — Senator 
Frye of Maine said this evening that to­ 
day's developments in Samoan matters had 
not, in his opinion, changed the situation 
in any important particular. The Ger­ 
mans, lie said, may have abandoned tem­ 
porarily their rash methods, but they have 
not in the least changed their purposp, but 
on the contrary will go straight forward to 
the completion of that purpose, unless some 
action is taken by this Government to pre­ 
vent it. “The Germans," said the Senator, 
"made up their minds long ago to take 
possession of the Samoan Islands, and they 
will not change tlieir policy in this respect 
as long ai ‘he United States Government 
offers no objection. Congress should in­ 
struct the President to make a demand 
upon Germany for the restoration of the 
status quo, and that demand would un­ 
doubtedly be complied with. She cannot 
afford to ignore it, for if the commercial 
intercourse between the two countries 
should be interrupted Germany would lose 
more in a week than the possession of 
Samoa could repay in a thousand years.” 
BAYARD INTERVIEWED. 
Secretary Bavard to-night declined to 
express any opinion as to the future policy 
of Germany respecting the Samoan Islands. 
He was evidently gratified that at last Bis- 
nfarck had acknowledged the binding force 
of the agreements made by the representa­ 
tive of the Imperial Government in Wash­ 
ington. That the Germans will consent to 
forego the punishment of Mataafa and his 
forces for killing and wounding about fifty 
German marines who were lauded on the 
islands under a pretext of protecting Ger­ 
man property, but who were really there in 
pursuance of a policy having for its object 
the establish men t of a German protectorate 
over the islands, is doubted. Secretary 
Bayard believes that the German authori­ 
ties now understand that they cannot carry 
out their plan for the capture of Samoa, 
and that they will bow to the demand of 
the United States that the autonomy of 
this group of islands be strictly preserved. 
VRAISE FOR SKWALL. 
To no person so much as Consul Bewail, 
at Apia, is due the credit for awakening 
the attention of Congress to the acts of 
German aggression that have occurred in 
Samoa. He came to the United titates on 
leave of absence, and without consulting 
Mr. Bayard, related the recent history of 
negotiations io the Senate Committee on 
Fe eign Relations. It was Mr. Sewall’s 
recital which moved that committee to ask 
for an appropriation of half a million dol­ 
lars for the preservation of our treaty rights 
in Samoa, and Senator Frye, in the Senate 
yesterday, said: 
"Let me tell the Senators that to day we have 
in the committee the testimony of Consul- 
General Sewail. and while he Is a Democrat, 
without political sympathy with me, or I with 
him, i will say that he lias acted his part in 
Samoa with an intelligence that is seldom ex­ 
hibited by American Consuls abroad, and with 
a fidelity to his country aod to his people, and 
to the obligation* of his country, and to these 
confiding native fiamoans that is worthy of 
very high ptaise. / know of no man in the 
United states to-day to whom I would intrust 
her interests In s »raoa with more con­ 
fidence tliau 
I would to 
Consui-Gcn 
ora! .Sewail, and I bone that when the Ad­ 
ministration changes—if he is stall iu office—the 
new Administration will permit him to remain 
those.” 
Lt is doubtful if Mr. Sewail will be in 
Office when the new Administration as­ 
sumes power. He intended to have left 
Washington fo. his post (bis evening. To­ 
day he was directed by Secretary Bayard to 
delay his departure until Congress had c in­ 
cluded its ioquiry into Samoan affairs. Mr. 
Sewail knows that there will he no further 
investigation, but as he has exceeded bis 
sixty days’ lesve of absence, and receives 
no salsry until he returns to his post, he 
regards the order to remain in 'Washington 
$s tantamount to bis dismissal. 
SEW ALL’S SCALP.

United States Consul-General at Samoa, 
called at the State Department to-day. He 
was unable to see Secretary Bayard, but 
had a brief conference with Assistant Sec­ 
retary Rives. 
The latter was asked if Sewail was to be 
sent hack to Samoa, but he positively re­ 
fused to answer the question, or to say 
anything whatever in regard to Samoan 
affairs.

It is rumored to-night that the Depart­ 
ment is very much dissatisfied with the re­ 
cent public utterances of Sewail iu regard 
to the Samoan difficulty and will show- its 
displeasure by requesting his resignation.

HOME AFFAIRS. 


Bism arck H auls Iu H is H orns On the 
M artial Law Business. 
W ashington, February 1st.—Following 
is the correct version of the President's 
message on the Samoan matter. He trans­ 
mits a letter from the German Minister at 
Washington to Bayard, under date of to­ 
day. The German Minister says: “ When 
the state of war was declared against Ma­ 
taafa, the commander of the German squad­ 
ron issued a proclamation by which for­ 
eigners established at Samoa were sub­ 
jected to martial law. International law 
woul , to a certain extent, not permit of 
such a measure, and as Bismarck is of the 
opinion that our military authority has 
gone too far in this instance, the military 
commander has received telegraphic orders 
to withdraw the part of his proclamation 
concerning foreigners. 
" In negotiations with Mataafa our Con­ 
sul has asked that the Administration be 
temporarily handed over to him, which 
demand, not being in conformity with our 
previous promises regarding its neutrality 
and independence, Kuapp has been ordered 
by telegraph to withdraw his demand.” 


KNOCKED OUT. 
The B ritish Extradition Treaty Fiually 
R ejected by the Senate. 
W ashington, February 1st.—The Senate 
further debated the British extradition 
treaty nearly three hours to-day, and it was 
finally rejected. It had been supposed by 
some that, with the objectionable political 
offenses stricken out. it might pass, es­ 
pecially as it was conceded on all sides that 
a treaty for the extradition of embezzlers 
and forgers was greatly to be desired, but— 
as was poiuted out in the debate this after­ 
noon—the striking out of the objectionable 
cause did not remove that subject from the 
field of negotiation, nor would a reference 
of the treaty to a committee, with the un­ 
derstanding that it should not be reported, 
dispose of it. If the treaty, as amended, 
were ratified, it would relegate the subject 
to the realm of diplomacy, where the rep­ 
resentatives of other contracting Powers 
might insist upon having the rejected 
clause inserted again, and the treaty, it was 
shown, could not forever slumber in a 
committee's archi ves without giving offense. 
So that, in order to definitely dispose of a 
treaty which contained any objectionable 
features whatever, it must be rejected. 
An earnest effort was made by the friends 
of the treaty to save it front rejection, but 
tbeir labors were in vain, and the final vote 
against it was greater than expected—38 
to 15. 
CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
In the Senate. 
W ashington, February 1st.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day a favorable report was made on 
the joint resolution appointing James A. 
Wavmire Superintendent of "the Soldiers’ 
Home, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death ot William Blanding. 
The Senate disagreed in the House 
amendments to the Territories bill, and 
asked for a conference. 
A message from the President vetoing 
the bill granting a pension to Mrs. Kllen 
Hand was presented and laid on the table. 
Platte said that he might have remarks to 
make on the subject. 
The House amendments to the Senate 
bill for the admission of South Dakota 
were non-concurred in. 
Saulsbury offered a resoluliou (agreed to) 
instructing the Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations to inquire into the condition of 
affairs in the Samoan Islands and report at 
an ear.y day what measures are necessary 
to protect the interests of American citizens 
therein, and discharge any obligation of 
the I nited States to the people of those 
islands in the maintenance of their local 
Government frcm the interference of any 
foreign power and secure the just rights 
and interests of the United States in the 
future control and government of these 
islands. 
The Senate concluded its work by an ex­ 
ecutive session at which the British extra­ 
dition treaty was discussed and rejected. 
In the H ouse. 
W ashington, February 1st. — In the 
House to-day the motion to reconsider 
Birnes’ substitute to the Oklahoma bill was 
defeated. Springer's Oklahoma bill was 
then taken up and passed. The vote was 
1-18 to 10”. 
The House proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of private claims bills. The greater 
part of the afternoon was consumed in the 
consideration of the bill authorizing the 
Court of Claims to adjudicate the claim of 
the legal representatives of Henry II. Sib­ 
ley, growing out of a contract with the 
Government for the use of his patented in­ 
vention in the manufacture of the Sibley 
tent, but no decision was arrived at. 
The evening session was for the consid­ 
eration of private pension bills. 
Disappointed Naval Officers. 
W ashington, February 1st.—The trial 
trip of the cruiser Charleston will be made 
under the supervision of a Board of Naval 
Officers detailed for that purpose from the 
Mare Island Navy Yard. 
Commodore 
Belknap will he at the bead of this Beard. 
This decision will be a disappointment to 
some naval officers on the Atlantic coast, 
who had hoped to be ordered to San Fran­ 
cisco to superintend the trial of the Charles­ 
ton. 
Nothing In the Story. 
W ashington, February 1st.—The an­ 
nouncement that the German Government 
lias ordered a military attache to its lega­ 
tion at Washington to take notes of Ameri­ 
can military affairs, is not regarded with 
any concern by the State Department of­ 
ficials, inasmuch as that legation has al­ 
ways been provided with an officer of that 
character. 
Joe Newm an Bobs Up Serenely. 
W ashington, February 1st.—The House 
committee has finished the agricultural ap­ 
propriation bill, which carries $1,(¡00,000. 
A provision of $2,500 to enable Joseph 
Newman to continue his experiments is 
made, and a provision that Agricultural 
Colleges shall distribute seed, instead of 
Congressmen doing so. 
Interntate (km m rrce lit 11. 
W ashington, February 1st.—Conferees 
on the interstate commerce bill have come 
to a partial agreement on the bill. They 
have agreed that the amendment providing 
for the enforcement of the Act by calling 
the attention of District Attorneys to a vio­ 
lation of the amendment requiring uniform 
classification, be stricken out. 
A Rum or D enied, 
W ashington, February 1st.—At the Navy 
Department to-day the' report that Secre­ 
tary Whitney had directed the steel cruiser 
Charleston, being constructed San Fran­ 
cisco, to be prepared for sea within twenty 
days, was_ denied.

Three Shocking Tragedies on n R ailroad 
In M issouri. 
St . L ouis, February 1st.—A. J. King, a 
conductor on the Cairo Short Line, was 
run over by his own train and killed at 
Belleville to-day.

Abrahams, while looking at the remains, 
was rundown by a freight train and ground 
to pieces. 
John Fric, a bystander, was so overcome 
by these events that he deliberately threw 
himself in front of a third train, meeting 
instant death. 
HARRISON’S CALLERS. 
Colored Mon Urging M alione for a P lace 
in the Cabinet. 
I ndianapolis, February 1st. — General 
Harrison had a number of visitors to-day, 
the most notable being Senator Sabine, of 
Minnesota, who had a long conference with 
the President-elect. In a brief interview 
he said he was very sorry that Senator Alli­ 
son had declined the Treasury, aud de­ 
clared that he had simply stopped over for 
a few hours to call on General Harrison in 
a social and friendly way. He had noth­ 
ing new to communicate". 
A committee of colored men from Vir­ 
ginia and Maryland waited on the Presi- 
dent-elec‘ this afternoon in the interest of 
Senatoi Mahone for a Cabinet position. 
General Harrison gave the committee a 
cordial welcome, and spent half an hour 
in conversation with them. They did not 
claim that the General gave them any en­ 
couragement that Mahone would be a 
member of the Cabinet. 
hakbison’s painful dilem m a. 
The politicians are at sea again as regards 
Cabinet speculations. Senator Allison's de­ 
clination having necessitated the tearing 
down of all the work of construction, with 
the exception of Blaine, and beginning 
over again. 
In a conversation to-day. Genera! Harri­ 
son jocosely remarked that if he could find 
seven men in Alaska he believed he should 
put them in his Cabinet, as a means of re­ 
storing harmony in ihe States. 


ABOUT OVER. 
Naarly A ll the New York Street Car 
Lines in Operation. 
N ew Y ork, February 1st.—The fourth 
day of the car strike opened quietlv. Cars 
were run on all the lines of this city except 
the Second-avenue Belt Line and the 
Eighth and Ninth avenues this morning, 
and with no serious interference. The few 
barricades were easily removed from the 
tracks. 
This was the eighth day of the Brooklyn 
tie-up. A general tie-up of all the Brook­ 
lyn lines had been predicted for to-day, but 
it did not come off. Knights of Labor 
officials deny that it was ordered, as re­ 
ported. 
Four cars were run on the Fifth-avenue 
line, Brooklyn, this morning. They were 
not seriously molested. The cars in this 
city and Brooklyn continue to carry police­ 
men, and large squads of police guard the 
tracks in both cities. 
POLICEMAN BEATEN. 
This afternoon patrolman George Lilly 
was attacked by a mob of strikers at the 
corner of Madison avenue and fifty seventh 
street and badly beaten. He drew his re­ 
volver and fired point blank into the crowd. 
Eye witnesses say a tall man wearing a 
brown overcoat staggered and fell when the 
shot was fired, but was can ted away by his 
companions. The policeman was hit on the 
head by a flying brick. He was saved from 
further damage by the railroad time­ 
keeper, who also drew a revolver. 
LOOKS LIKE A VICTORY. 
All the evening papers say the railroad 
companies have won the strike. The roads 
are running constantly arid are increasing 
the number of their cars. Roads not run­ 
ning to-day are expected to run to-morrow 
A NEW POLITICAL ERA. 
The A ssassination of Clapton May Pre­ 
cipitate a Southern P olicy. 
Chicago, February 1st—In view of the 
assassination in Arkansas of Hon. J. M. 
Clayton, the advent of a new administra­ 
tion is looked forward to by Southern Re­ 
publicans in Washington as the dawning 
of a new political era. Harrison’s views on 
the subject of Southern political outrages 
are well known, and he will give Congress 
the strongest possible support in any step 
they may take towaid ferreting out all 
political organizations, such as exist in 
Arkansas, their suppression, and the enact­ 
ment of laws which will give political af­ 
fairs there a better flavor. 


THIRSTING FOR GORE. 
A Republican B esieged lu a Florida Town 
by D em ocrats. 
J acksonville (Fla.), February 1st. — 
Much excitement has been created here 
over an attempt made last night in Madi­ 
son to assassinate Hon. Frank W. Pope, 
who was the Republican candidate for Gov­ 
ernor in 1884. Pope belongs here, but has 
been in Madison since the beginning of the 
yellow fever epidemic. He has recently 
been employed by F. S. Goodrich the de­ 
feated Republican candidate for Congress 
in the Third District, to represent him in 
taking evidence throughout the District in 
support of bis contest for the seat. Cap­ 
tain Ernest Wiltz, United States Commis­ 
sioner, went to Madison to hear the testi­ 
mony, and Pope appeared before him. 
The news that Pope and Wiltz were en­ 
gaged in this occupation spread around the 
country. The feelings ot reckless people 
wer worked upon,and a deliberate plan was 
laid for last night to assassinate Pope. The 
Governor yesterday afternoon received 
notice that a lynching would be attempted 
lait night, and Sheriff Parratnore immedi­ 
ately collected a posse and surrouuded the 
house which Pope was occupying. 
This demoralized the would-be lynchers, 
who were surprised to see that their scheme 
had been foiled. 
Mr. Pope remained in his house all day, 
but it is feared the lynchers will take him 
off his guard, and a strict watch is beiog 
kept by a Sherifl's posse. 
To-night the excitement runs high, and 
another attack is feared. Pope has just 
telegraphed a friend here : “ Don’t worry. 
I am all right so far.” He was born and 
raised in Madison, and the popular feeling 
there is very bitter against him, on account 
ot his political record. 


H al Too Many Callers. 
N ew York, February 1st.—Lillian Scho­ 
field, who derived notoriety from her con­ 
nection with the death of broker Hatch, 
has been living in this city for several 
months. The janitor of her apartments 
complains to the police that Mrs. Schofield 
was making lile a burden lo hint and an­ 
noyed other occupants of the building. 
He said she had a number of callers, and 
wanted the vestibule doors of her apart­ 
ments left open for them. 
Dynam ite Gunnery. 
New Y ork, February 1st.—Captain Za- 
linski continued his experiments with his 
dynamite gun at Fort Lafayette yesterday. 
A stnd-ioaded shell was fired and hit the 
mark. Then a 980-pounder was sent 1.794 
yards. The third shell loaded with 300 
pounds of gelatine and 200 pounds of dyna­ 
mite was shot in a perfect line and ex­ 
ploded, sending a vast volume of water 
high in the air. 
But Not Behind the Bat. 
Indianapolis. February 1st. — Charles 
Dryer was to-dav appointed Receiver for 
the Indi tnapolis Baseball Club by Judge 
Walker, on the application of its cteditors. 
His bond is $20,000.

F atal W reck on the Canadian Pacific. 
M inneapolis, February 1st.—The news 
of a fatal accident on the Canadian Pacific 
on Tuesday morniug has reached this city. 
The details are meager, but it appears 
that a freight train was descending a steep 
grade into Beaver valley, when an axle on 
the locomotive-tender broke, causing the 
engine and six cars to jump the track, pre­ 
cipitating them some distance down the 
side of the mountain. The fireman and a 
brakeman were instantly killed. 
The Posey and the Parrott. 
E vansville (Ind.), February 1st.—Com- 
plete_official returns from the special elec­ 
tion in the First Congressional District, to 
fill Governor Hovey’s unexpired term in 
the Fiftieth Congress, give Posey (Rep.) a 
majority of 1,179 over Parrott (Dent.).

To W ithdraw From the K nights. 
P ittsburg, February 1st.—The National 
District Assembly ot Machinery Construct­ 
ors, Molders. Pattern-makers and Boiler­ 
makers has decided to withdraw from the 
Knights of Labor and form an independent 
organization, to be attached nominally to 
the American Federation of Labor. There 
are probably 8,000 members in the organ­ 
ization.

First, because no 
instructions to that effect have been given 
by the Government; and second, because 
there is uo opponent in the islands against 
whom war could be declared.

To 
declare war against him would be tanta­ 
mount to recognizing his sovereignty. 
" The German forces may, on the basis 
of self-defense and reprisals', be engaged in 
actual warfare, which, however, would not 
involve the consequences of an interna­ 
tional war.

RUDOLPH'S STRANGE DEATH. 
A ustria’* Crown Prince Prefers Suicide 
to a Rrothar’tf V engeance. 
London, February 1st.—The Pall Mali 
Gazette savs that it is privately informed 
from Vienna that Rudolph committed sui­ 
cide because it was optional with him to 
take his own life or fight a duel with a 
brother of a Princess, who is a member of 
one of the highest Austrian families and 
whom he had seduced. 
When concealment was no longer possi 
ble, the Princess confessed her shame to 
her brother.who gave Rudolph the alterna­ 
tive mentioned. 
The Pall Mall Gazette further says that 
the doctors summoned refused to sign a 
certificate to the effect that Rudolph’s death 
was due to apoplexy, and that a great scene 
ensued. 
One doctor told the .Xeuc Fre:e Preste the 
real facts, which that paper published. 
Archduke Charles Louis, the Emperor’s 
brother, has renounced his rights to the 
succession in favor ot his son Francis. 
The act of renunciation was not formally 
signed, but a draft of the document was 
hurriedly prepared. 
Two more newspapers were confiscated 
to-night. 
THE OFFICIAL REPORT. 
V ien n a, Feb-nary 1st. — The official 
statement is made in the Weiner Zeitwig that 
Rudolph committed suicide with a re­ 
volver. The physicians who were ap­ 
pointed to investigate found a large head 
wound which caused iDstant death. A 
revolver with one chamber discharged 
was found on the hjdside close to Ru­ 
dolph’s right hand. The pericranium was 
torn and the skull bones partially shat­ 
tered. The report of the revolver was not 
heard, attendants having gone to make 
preparations for ihe hunt. 
the prince and the banker s w ife. 
London, February 1st —Scandals of all 
sorts are attached to the Prince from early 
youth. The castle at Meverlicg, in which 
he was found dead, Rudolph gave as a 
present to Mme. Kuranda, a noted beauty 
and the wife of a Jewish banker, with 
whom he had maintained open relations 
since last spring. 
When Rudolph was 
first acquainted with the lady, her husband 
was blessed with a shower of official pro­ 
tection and promoted to high official posi- 
sitions. All of these he resigned lately, 
and his relations with his wife became 
strsined. The Prince continued his im­ 
proper relations and he is now round dead 
with a pistol shot in his head at the 
woman’s residence.

V ienna, February 1st. — The Crown 
Prince left a will giving all his property to 
his daughter, with a usufruct to the Crown 
Princess for life. All foreign sovereigns 
have been notified that the iunerai will be 
private. 
w ild rumors afloat. 
V ienna, February 1st.—The consterna­ 
tion of the Viennese has trebled since the 
heartrending truth became known. Tue 
most extraordinary rumors are afloat, it 
even being reported that the Emperor is 
dying.

SYOMfX TVORKCKS. 
How W orUiug Girl# Arc Treated In Cali­ 
fornia—W age*, E c. 
W ashington, February 1st—Speaking of 
the industrial conditions in San Francisco, 
the Comtniss’oner of Labor, in his report, 
says: The presence of the Chinese'has 
had considerable effect upon the indus­ 
trial condition of San Francisco working 
women. For a number of years it has 
been the cuitom to employ Chinese as 
ltouse servants almost exclusively. Since 
the Restriction Act has lessened the sup­ 
ply of Chinese, San Francisco house-wives 
have attempted to get white girls todo 
house-work. To get them i* very difficult. 
House service has so long been the special 
field of the Chinese that white girls think 
there is something degrading in the work. 
Some girls who refuse house-work will, 
perhaps, accept work in a cigar factory, 
which, although employing Chinese, is not 
pre-eminently a Chinese field of labor. The 
fruit canneries of San Francisco afford tem­ 
porary employment to a large number of 
women and girls during the season, which 
lasts from June 1st to the latter part of Au­ 
gust.These canneries employ hundreds of girls. 
The rest of the year the cannery girls go to 
school, engage in domestic service, or stay 
at home. In the canneries of San José, 
Oakland and other neighboring towns, the 
girls employed are often of good family 
and education, some being school teachers, 
who thus spend a portion ot their vacation 
in a not unpleasant occupation which 
brings them ‘ pin money.” In San Frat:- 
cisco the fruit cannery employes are, as a 
rule, of the lower class. The canneries are 
usually in a very dirty, unhealthy condition, 
crowded with a motley array of peopl» of 
all races and of both sexes. The poorest 
class of women in San Francisco are the 
seamstresses.A COMMON TRICK. 
A number of institutions were discovered 
by ihe Agent of the Department, where u 
regular system of fraud was being prac­ 
ticed upon defenseless women. The gen­ 
eral plau of such fraud is, in brief, as fol­ 
lows : A standing advertisement is kept 
in the papers asking for girls to do tailor 
sewing. When a girl applies she is toid 
that it will take her several weeks to learn 
the work, but after she has learned good 
wages will be paid. The girl accepts and 
goes to work. When she demands pay for 
her work she is told that she is not satis­ 
factory, and that she cannot be longer em­ 
ployed. The agent found cases of this 
kind where women liad not only given 
their labor, but had also brought 
their sewing-machines to th> fraudu­ 
lent factories and given the use of 
them, and at the end of it month 
or inore had bet n sent away without pav. 
The exposure of this system, which was 
practiced by a number of disreputable 
firms in San Francisco, caused a mass 
meeting a: which a Sewing Girls Union 
was formed, one of the obj”cts of which is 
to prevent such frauds and to prosecute 
their perpetrators. 
The mildness and evenness of climate 
enables working women to do with less 
fuel, less clothing, and even less food. It 
seldom happens that a San Fiancisco 
working womiu spends anything for fuel, 
except for cooking purposes.

STOCKTON IT I MS. 


H ow Clerk Sullivan Rnbbert H is Friends 
Rigbr aud Left. 
I ndianapolis, February 1st.—There is uo 
longer any doubt but that County Clerk 
Sullivan and Thomas H. O’Xeal, the chief 
clerk at his poultry watebouse, have fled 
the city and are now fugitives from jus­ 
tice, and probably have gone to Canada. 
Snllivan’s wife says John has gone to New 
York to raise money, but this statement is 
not credited. Sullivan’s defalcations and 
debts are estimated at from $59,000 to $150,­ 
000. He made a clean sweep of the money 
in the Counly Clerk’s office, and did not 
leave enough funds to pay the salaries due 
his deputies. He raised money on every­ 
thing he could lay his bauds on, and the 
presumption is that he carried a good 
round sum away with him. His embezzle­ 
ments, aside from his legitimate debts, now 
reach about $ 15,000. 
As a sample of his me! hods, it has been 
discovered that a few days ago his wife 
gave a mortgage on some property she 
owned in the city and raised $4,000 through 
James Renihan, one of Sullivan’s bonds­ 
men, the understanding being with Rem­ 
itan that Sullivan was to me the money to 
meet any run in the Clerk’s office which 
might follow his failure in the poultry 
business. Renihan placed the money to 
Sullivan’s credit for this explicit purpose, 
but instead of applying it to the debt owiDg 
to the Clerk’s office, Sullivan cooly checked 
oat the entire amount and presumably 
pocketed it, thus practically robbiDe his 
own wife. 
Another victim is Frank Carson, who 
loaned Sullivan $5,090 on his Maplewood 
farm and took what he supposed was a 
first mortgage, but now finds that a prior 
mortgage had been given two weeks pre­ 
vious to his. 
Charles Miilerson, the stewart at the 
Spencer House, loaned Sullivan $2 500, bis 
eight years' savings, and took for it Snl­ 
livan’s warehouse receipts. Miilerson is 
prostrated over his loss.

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THE PfiODUOTIOSS AND CAPABIL­ 
ITIES OF THE COUNTRY. 


L eon , Its A n cien t C a p ito l—In terest­ 
ing and Valuable D ata Abont 
a L ittle K n ow n L ocality. 


LBpecial Correspondence of the Kf.cord-Oniou.] 
L eon, Nicaragua, January 15, 1889. 
Although Nicaragua’s seat of govern­ 
ment has been removed to Managua, this 
St. Leon, the former capitel, is still its 
largest and most interesting city. 
It oc­ 
cupies the northwest shore of the Lago de 
Managua (or Lake Leon as it is often 
called), and is only about ten miles from 
the Pacific Ocean, separated from it by a 
low range of hills. 
On three sides of it 
stretches a magnificent plain, shut in on 
one hand by the Coast Range, ou tire other 
by the great Cordillera, which terminates 
in the towering volcano, of Viego. The soil 
of this lovely valley is unsurpassed in fer­ 
tility anywhere in the world, but—so far 
as cultivation is concerned—it is as deso­ 
late to-day as when seen hy the first Span­ 
iard, and far more so than when that con­ 
quering nation were compelled to resign 
its rule again to native hands. 
Leon occupies the site of an ancient 
Indian town, called Sutaba, and near it 
are several deep ravines, which to-day, as 
in the olden times, supplies the people 
with an abundance of purest water. 
The old city, which has now a popula­ 
tion of only about 25,000, was once the 
seat of the most distinguished Bishopric 
of Central America, remarkable for the 
costliness of its churches and the number 
of its convents, for its institutions of learn­ 
ing and men of science. 
But since its 
revolution against Spain, its glory has de­ 
parted. 
Now half the city is in ruins, the 
palaces of church dignitaries and Cas­ 
tilian nobles are now roofless and dis­ 
mantled, and most of its present citizens 
are pictures either of abject poverty or ef 
broken-down 
gentility. 
Leon suffered 
more than her share of the wars and revo­ 
lutions that so long agitated the country, 
o f which her present sorry dilapidation is 
the natural result. 
During one of these 
conflicts more than a thousand houses, in 
the richest and best-built quarter of the 
city, were burned in a single night. 
Yet, despite its decay, tiie city preserves 
an appearance of aristocratic respectabil­ 
ity, not common in Central 
America. 
Though its suburbs are miscrabb to a de­ 
gree, there are still many splendid and 
spacious cams, whose fronts are covered 
with -stucco adornments, each inclosing 
an ample court, entered by a profusely 
embellished portal in the lofty style of the 
moresque arches so common in Spain. The 
city covers a large area, its wide streets, 
with their intervening squares, having 
been laid out on a generous and regular 
plan. 
The public buildings were once 
among the finest iu all Spanish-America. 
Among the most notable of those now 
standing may be mentioned the enormous 
cathedral, crowned by a lofty central 
dome, the splendid episcopal palace, sur­ 
rounded by fine gardens, and at least a 
dozen once magnificent churches, each in 
the center of an ample square. 
Of the 
■sanctuaries now in use, the most remarka­ 
ble (next to the cathedral) for their size, 
elaborate facades and inner adornments 
are those of La Meroed. Recolección and 
Calvar re. 
The plazas of Leon are still beautiful, 
numerous and well shaded. 
The Govern­ 
or’s Palace also deserves a visit, though 
no longer a gubernatorial abode since the 
capital has been removed to Managua. 
Then there is the Cuartel General, or 
head barracks; the Hospital Ban Juan de 
Dias, occupying what was once an exten­ 
sive convent of the same name, and the 
celebrated Tridentine College of San Ra­ 
mon. 
This last-named institution was 
once, justly, the pride of the republic, with 
professorships of medicine and jurispru­ 
dence, and numerous students; butinthese 
degenerate days it possesses only a nominal 
existence. 
Leon’s manufactories 
are principally 
confined to articles in cutlery and tanned 
leather; but, partly owing to its inland 
situation and the poverty and indolence of 
the people, it does little more than to sup­ 
ply local needs. 
We are told that the 
Castilian founders of the city, who changed 
its Indian name to that it now bears, came 
to 
the 
new 
world 
direct 
from 
the 
province 
of 
Leon, 
in 
northwestern 
Spain, bordering on Portugal. 
Certainly 
the present citizens of the Nicaraguan 
Leon show many of the characteristics of 
their ancestors, and are not unlike their 
relatives of to-day iu the mother country, 
who inhabit those fertile valleys between 
the Douro hills. 
The people of Spanish 
Leon, like these of Central America, are 
proverbially high-spirited, brave, sincere 
and hospitable, but mainly uneducated, 
and so lazy that the rich soil is unculti­ 
vated—-those across the sea depending 
upon their Hocks of merino sheep to yield 
them a livelihood, as these of the Ameri­ 
can continent depend upon their untended 
herds of cattle. 
It is to be presumed that the reason why 
I-eon is a name so often repeated through­ 
out all Spanish-America, is because the 
Com pi 1st adores, who came mostly from north­ 
ern Spain, held sacred the traditions of 
the Kingdom of Ijcon, which was erected 
A. I). T-lli, by Alfonso the Catholic, out of 
the provinces he had wrested from the 
SSracens and the older Kingdom of As­ 
turias. 
That Leon was enlarged hy ()r- 
dono II. in the year 915; 
and in the 
eleventh century was annexed to the 
crown of Castile by Frederick the Great. 
It is asserted that in the Spanish province 
of Leon, in the high districts south of 
Salamanca, are to-day to be found rem­ 
nants of the pure Gothic tribes; and that 
from them some of the citizens of Nicar­ 
agua’s 
Leou 
were directly 
descended. 
At 
any 
rate, 
this 
Leon 
shows 
many 
features 
like 
those 
o f 
its 
far-away 
sister, 
the 
capital 
<af the 
Spanish province of the same name— 
8-5 miles northwest of Valladolid, the an­ 
cient Ltgho septiu a gemini of the Romans. 
To lo sure, that of 
Castile is -still 
partly surrounded by the 
old Roman 
wall, twenty foel thick: but the ridge» 
and 
ravines 
that 
environ 
this 
Leon 
bear out the resemblance; both cities 
•are situated iti the midst of a beautifully 
wooded plain bearing the same trame. 
Both have dirty nud crooked streets, hut 
numerous and -pk-tvüd sanctuaries, rich 
:u gold anil silver and the more doubtful 
wealth of moldy bones and saintly relins. 
J or a section sc near the equator, the 
d ictate of Nicaragua.is, on the whole, 
exceptionally 
head thy, though 
varied. 
The coasts are hot, humid and unwhoie- 
eomy, especially throughout the Mosquhio 
territory, where frequent river floods aid 
the miasmatic marches breed epidemic 
fevers, which are almos; certain death to 
Europeans. 
1 he mountain region and tliei 
great interior basin are much.drver, cooler 
and more salubrious, ¿¿specially in the 
uplamlacf Segovia and -Chonta!es north­ 
erners may enjoy life aiié health as never 


yet the entire annual yield of Nicaragua’s 
rrecious metals, so far, does not exceed 
$200,000. 
The volcanic formations along the Pa­ 
cific coast are rich in pumice and sulphur ; 
while the interior basin has andesyte, 
greenstone, trachyte and metalliferous phos­ 
phorites, succeeded by crystallized schists, 
dolerites and metamorphie beds, extend­ 
ing, so far as known, beneath tiie alluvial 
det>osits from ocean to ocean. 
The moun­ 
tains of northern Nicaragua, besides con­ 
taining deposits of gold, silver and copper, 
are full of iron and lead. 
Under Spanish 
rule, some of these mines were carefully 
worked ; but since the people have gained 
their liberty—which word, to most of them, 
signifies the blessed privilege of doing 
nothing — industries that require much 
labor have been mostly abandoned. 
Though the 
greater portion of the 
country consists of plains and gentle slopes, 
formed of rich, black loam, agriculture 
is at a low ebb, and but a comparatively 
small jiortionof the land is made available.

Though dressed iu the “inky cloak” and 
a full costume much resembling that of a 
nun, the Mildmay Sister was full of cheer­ 
ful animation, and seemed under no obli­ 
gation to put on an air of gloomy sancti­ 
moniousness. 
The reporter saw that she 
was young and handsome, and subsequently 
learned that when she entered tlie Mild­ 
may Sisterhood, some six or seven years 
ago, she was the widow of a young physi­ 
cian in the British colonial service, and 
had deliberately chosen the arduous life 
she had since led rather than accept otlier 
offers of marriage or give herself up to the 
inanities of humdrum society. 
Devoting 
all she had to the cause of suffering hu­ 
manity, she went to work. 
This is her 
own account of her novitiate: 
“Long and careful training is required 
to fit one for tiie duties of the order. 
I 
passed through all the varied stages of 
hospital nursing in the great Crumpsall 
j infirmary at Manchester, and after two 
years of this, during which 1 was required 
to do night work for months at a time, I 
went to the home in London and did duty 
as nurse, sometimes among the rich anil 
sometimes arqong tiie poor.” 
“In what portion of London is the Mild­ 
may home situated?” 
“At Newington Green in the northern 
section of tiie city. 
But the institution 
has many branches, and its work is sub­ 
divided in such a manner as greatly to 
facilitate its purposes and increase its use­ 
fulness. 
Its members consist of deacon­ 
esses, sisters and nurses. 
The first devote 
their attention more particularly to char­ 
itable work among the very poorest people 
of London, seeking out those in need of 
help, finding thc-ir sick, and giving them 
both spiritual and material aid. 
The 
duties of the sister* are on the same lines, 
except that they have to attend more to 
the details of 
the work 
in whatever 
branch of it they are employed, superin­ 
tend and supervise the work of the nurses, 
act as dispensers, and assist in maintain­ 
ing order and discipline throughout the 
institution.

What is 
true-of that Stat« may apply equally well 
to other portions of the United State’s. 
The estim ated amount of Nicaragua’s 
exports averages §2,051,900 per annum, 
and her iinyiorts above one and a half m ill­ 
ions of dollars. 
The principle articles of 
cy port are gums, dye-woods, coffee, cocoa, 
indigo and hides. 
The import- are chiefly 
Luropeau-maiiulailured 
goods, 
at least 
two-thirds of them comine from England. 
A few silks, gloves and wines are received 
from France; linens and glassware from 
I Germany ; other things from Chile and 
Peru ; a few articles of furniture manu­ 
factured by Americans located at Panama 
—but almost nothing from the United 
-States beyond a little beer and tobacco. 
Tropical fruits abound, including excel­ 
lent oranges, lemons and pineapples. 
At 
present, Nicaragua’s chief source of wealth 
consists of cattle, vast herJs of which 
range the extensive grazing districts on 
the eastern side of the great lake, where 
the pasturage is unrivaled. 
The population of the republic is reck­ 
oned at 250,000—only about 30,000 being 
whites, the rest negroes, Indians and half­ 
breeds. 
A ll male Nicaraguans between 
the ages of 18 and 35 are in the army— 
which may perhaps be ODe reason why the 
“ arts of peace ” are so neglected, being 
left to women and old men. 
A number of 
young Nicaraguan* have been graduated 
from Northern colleges and returned to 
practice the learned professions iu their 
native land. 
A score of these dusky lads 
are now attending the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, through Mr. Potter’s influence.

Some are authors, and write tracts for dis­ 
tribution among the people wherever our 
labors extend. 
Those who have no means 
receive a small stipend for their need», 
and devote their lives freely to the work. 
The deaconesses are sent all over Britain 
on special calls from clergymen who re­ 
quire their assistance, and some of them 
have gone to fields of labor in Oriental 
countries, in Palestine, India, Malta and 
other places where they could be of serv­ 
ice in spreading the gospel. 
LABORS OF CHRISTIAN LOVE. 
“The sisters arc usually selected from the 
'daughters or widows of clergymen, lawyers 
and doctors. 
The finely-drawn social dis­ 
tinctions which are still maintained in 
England find their way into every phase 
of life, even Christian charity in its high­ 
est form not being sufficiently powerful to 
break their bonds; but in spite of these 
distinctions, mental and moral superiority 
are sure to tell in an institution like Mid- 
mav, aud it is these that acquire the real 
rank, whatever the artificial may be. The 
clergyman takes precedence of the lawyer, 
the lawyer of the doctor and the doctor of 
the merchant, and so down the scale, but 
their representatives in a charitable work 
stand as nearly as possible ou the same 
level, and have the common bond of union 
—the labor of love among our fellow-men. 
Here again some are rich aud some are 
poor, but all the sisters dress, live and 
work alike, the latter condition being 
measured only by their intelligence and 
their capacity, both physical and moral. 
“ The nurses are, as a rule, not highly 
educated, and are recruited by young girl’s 
who have been employed in families as 
children’s nurses 
or under-governesses. 
Thus the institution is calculated to meet 
r.ll the needs of English society. 
There 
are sisters who are qualified by education, 
experience and character to take care of 
the most aristocratic or fastidious patient 
that nicy require an expert nurse. 
From 
such persons we have many calls, and the 
fees paid hy the rich enable us to care for 
the poor free of charge. 
A woman of high 
rank, who is possessed of morality, intelli­ 
gence and refinement in keeping with the 
worldly advantages she has enjoyed, re­ 
quires many perfections iu a nurse' who is 
to attend to her in sickness, which a more 
ordinary woman would not think of. 
The 
Mildmay system makes it possible to sup­ 
ply all kinds, and experience teaches those 
in command exactly what kind of a person 
to send to each particular ease. 
“ A ll persons who contemplate joining 
the Order are first received as probationers, 
when their suitability lias been carefully 
established. 
The period of probation is 
passed in training, and upon the candi­ 
date’s success here depends her subsequent 
standing and progress. 
A few American 
ladies of fortune have joined the Order, 
and have expressed their regret that a 
similar work has not been established in 
the United States. 
W ith such modifica­ 
tions as American institutions and customs 
would require, a system akin to that of 
Mildmay should prove an effective ad­ 
junct to Christian endeavor here. 
Some 
of the other sisterhoods of England are 
much more close and aristocratic—in short, 
are 1 high church,’ while Mildmay is sin­ 
gularly ‘ low church ’ in all respects, and 
comes about as near being democratic as 
any institution can iu England. 
Its man­ 
agement and organization are as much 
pubiic property as those of a banking 
house. 
Annual statements are made of re­ 
ceipts and disbursements in each branch 
of the work, which is made more efficient 
from year to year. 
“ The humility and devotion of some of 
the noble-hearted women who are em­ 
ployed there would put to shame the arro­ 
gant priest or prelate who thinks by the 
wave of his hand to put aside all the evil 
and suffering of the world.” 
The Mildmay sister who supplied these 
details, without intending them for publi­ 
cation, has been visiting friends here, and 
has just returned to England.— N or York 
Tribune.

To prevent door hinges 
rub them with sea p. 
Put a little- brown sugar in stove black­ 
ing. 
It will not burn off’ so soon. 
To keep ants out of a case or refrigera­ 
tor sprinkle sulphur around edges of the 
shelves. 
Camphor for burns is the best remedy 
ever found, it takes the fire out in a few 
minutes. 
A tablespoonful of turpentine boiled 
with white clothes will greatly aid the 
whitening process. 
For inflamed eyelids and hair falling 
out, I use tepid salt and water; make it so 
it will taste pretty salt. 
Boiling-starch is much improved by the 
addition of sperm, or salt, or both’ or a 
ittle gum arabic dissolved. 
A large onion planted in contact with 
the roots of a rose-bush will, it is said, in­ 
crease the odor of its flowers. 
Tin dishes should he scoured once a 
week with soap and sand or with sapolio, 
to keep them bright. 
They must be thor­ 
oughly dried with a soft cloth. 
Take a teacup of sage, steep in one 
quart of soft water, strain and put in one- 
half teaspoon borax, and sponge the head 
witli it to promote the growth of hair, and 
use a stiff' brush. 
Dust furniture and woodwork by wiping 
with a slightly dampened cloth, and not 
with a feather duster, which flirts the dust 
into the air only to settle again in another 
place. 
For cleaning carved furniture, a 
new paint brush is excellent.

In the natural figure there is uo marked 
waist line. 
Immediately below the bust 
begins the outward curve of the abdomen, 
and a line drawn from the artn-pits to the 
hip bones finds little or no marked depres­ 
sion, as there are no shelves called hips in 
the body as God made it. They are wholly 
manufactured articles. 
If the Venus de Milo or the Venus de 
Medici were to show such angular out­ 
lines as are created by fashion, the artist’s 
eye would see no beauty in them. 
The 
Venus de Milo has a waist that lacks but 
a hair’s breadth of being one-half her 
Light. 
By that standard a woman five feet 
four iuches tall should measure thirty-two 
inches about the waist, and should have no 
hips. 
The manufacture of hips begins 
early in the girl’s life. 
The little skirts, 
unsupported by waists, must be drawn 
tight enough to remain in place. 
The ten­ 
der muscles give under the pressure, and, 
being deprived of nourishment by lessened 
circulation anu lack of exercise, do not 
develop normally, and the girl grows up 
with a slender waist, which she considers 
natural, and with protruding hips, which 
she probably supposes were created by na­ 
ture for the support of petticoats. 
Every 
day I see upon our streets little girls who 
are undergoing the process of hip manu­ 
facture. 
How- much more confidence we 
have in the dressmaker than in the Crea­ 
tor ! 
“But if corsets are worn loose, are they 
injurious?” 
The steels of the corset are al­ 
ways pressing upon the bowels, and must, 
of necessity lie harmful. 
Even flexible 
whalebones do not allow of entire and nat­ 
ural use of the muscles. 
A lady who had 
never worn corsets was induced by her 
friends to try a pair, after removing the 
steels. 
At every movement she was made 
conscious of a hindrance to freedom of mo­ 
tion. 
She wore the corsets five hours, and 
assured me that for days her muscles were 
sore from the' unaccustomed pressure of 
even the flexible whalebones. 
It is often asserted that w hiletheslender 
woman may di-card corsets, the fleshy wo- 
mau cannot. 
A fashionable dressmaker, 
speaking only from her standpoint, assures 
me that superabundance of flesh is not so 
destructive of elegance of figure as the 
pushing the bust up under the chin, and 
the causing an unnaturally large abdomen, 
by the compression of the corset about the 
waist. 
Dress reformers have taken into 
consideration, however, the necessity of 
having support for tiie bust, and a great 
variety of waist» and breakfast corsets and 
bust supporters hgve been devised. 
Sometime», in the excitement of a dress- 
reform fever, the eager convert throws 
aside her corset, without making other 
changes in her clothing. 
The bands of 
her skirts cut into her flesh, and in a few 
days she decides that dress reform is a de­ 
lusion. 
Her motive was good, her method 
injudicious. 
Had she arranged her cloth­ 
ing to be wholly supported from the 
shoulders, her corset would have been 
more easily discarded. 
The combination 
undergarments should be depended upon 
for warmth. 
The light petticoat can have 
its own waist, anil the dress skirt be sup­ 
ported by straps, or fastened to the dress 
waist by flat buttons sewed to the seams, 
or buttoned to the lower end of a strap, 
the upper end of which is sewed in the 
lower side of the armhole with the sleeve. 
The fact that a woman feels, as she ex­ 
presses it, all gone, and not able to sit erect 
without a corset, is proof enough that the 
corset has been injurious, and that the 
muscles which were made to support the 
body have lost their power by non-use. 
The corset ran be transformed into a 
harmless underwaist 
hy removing the 
steels and whalebones, by putting straps 
over the shoulders, and by wearing it so 
loose as not to interfere with the deepest 
inhalation. 
The ability to breathe is the 
measure of the ability to do; and if women 
ever accomplish anything worthy of the 
highest commendation, they must make 
their clothing so that they can breathe.—

It is in all respects desirable that the 
arid lands of the West, comprising an area 
of nearly 100,000,000 acres, shall be re­ 
claimed and made productive, if such a 
result can he accomplished iu a definite 
and practical way. 
Professor Powell is 
satisfied that a system of reservoirs will 
answer the purpose, and lie recommends an 
experiment of that kind in New Mexico. 
The work will have to he done of course by 
the Federal Government—at least to the 
extent of demonstrating the feasibility of 
the plan—and the expense will necessarily 
be large; but at the same time, in the 
event of success, the gain in the value of 
lands that are now wholly worthless would 
make the investment profitable. 
There is 
no question about the adaptability of the 
soil to cultivation if only sufficient moist­ 
ure can be obtained ; the crops raised by 
irrigation in Kansas, Colorado and New 
Mexico are conclusive upon this point. 
But it is impossible for private parties to 
provide necessary facilities in the case. 
They can only utilize small tracts here and 
there which are immediately contiguous to 
water-courses ; aud the great stretches of 
desert territory that lie beyond reach by 
the simplest means must always remain 
uutillable unless the Government shall 
establish and maintain some reliable pro­ 
cess of general irrigation. 
The theory of irrigation is by no means 
a new one, as every reader of history is 
aware. 
It is as old, almost, as agriculture; 
indeed, some writers contend that agri­ 
culture owes its beginning to that form of 
water-supply. 
It was certainly employed 
at a very early day in Egypt; the Moors 
introduced it into Spain, and when the 
Spaniards went to Mexico they found it in 
operation there. 
The indications of great 
irrigating canals and reservoirs are to be 
seen in different portions of the country 
where the Aztec and Spanish agriculturists 
so long had sway. 
There is reason to be­ 
lieve that they found the process satisfac­ 
tory so far as they were able to apply it; 
and our increased scientific knowledge and 
improved methods of conducting pubiic 
enterprises should enable us to achieve 
much 
better 
results 
than 
they 
ever 
attained. 
As 
the 
matter 
now stands, all these vast arid districts are 
not of so much value as a single farm in 
Missouri, and yet it is possible that they 
might he made habitable and productive 
by an expenditure that would come for 
short of the gain in the way of multiplied 
homes and opportunities for our growing 
population. 
The issue was not very im­ 
portant so long as we had an abundance of 
desirable public lands for the use of set­ 
tlers, but we have now reached a point 
where we have little left in that respect. 
It is only by redeeming the deserts that we 
can hope to meet the future demand for 
homesteads, anil certainly the Government 
should make all reasonable efforts to solve 
a problem of so much importance.—St. Louis 
I Hobe-Democrat.

OLIVE GROWING. 


A s tio u g O u tp u t o f U iu n ts—Som ethinir 
A b o u t M ethod*. 
Arthur Field, in an interview published 
by the San Jase Mercury, says on the sub­ 
ject of olive culture: 
“ Dan Murphy will ha:e an orchard of 
15.000 trees 011 the San Martine ranch, 
Rudolph Spence 5,000 on the Buena Vista 
ranch, in Salinas valley, Norman Rideout 
5.000 near Marysville and John E. Rich­ 
ards 3,000 on his ranch near Los Gatos. 
These arc some of the largest orchards that ¡ 
I can recall at this time, but, as I have 
said, I am getting letters every day on the 
subject from every part of the country, and 
from them I learn that a very large num­ 
ber of small orchards are being set out. 
Altogether, it seems probable that the 
number of trees planted for the next two 
or three years will be limited solely by 
the supply. 
“ What has caused the sudden demand 
for the trees ?” 
“ The certainty of the crops and the 
profits derived from it. 
The crop is as near 
a surety as anything earthly can be. 
The 
trees not only yield abundantly, but as the 
fruit ripens in winter, the crop can be 
gathered at a time when labor is plenty. 
Nor is there any hurry, as in other fruit 
crops, such as apricot», for instance, where 
a whole orchard sometimes ripens in three 
or four days and has to be gathered at 
once. 
The olive is not perishable. 
Pick­ 
ing begins in December and continues two 
months, or during the whole winter, per­ 
haps. 
The green olives are picked and 
put in one receptacle for pickling, and the 
ripe ones into another for oil. 
There is 
no rush and nothing is wasted. 
This is 
a great advantage, and keenly appreciated 
by our fruit-growers. 
“ In planting olive trees they should be 
placed about thirty-five feet apart, as they 
require much more space than ordinary 
fruit trees. 
The olive requires about ten 
years to grow from the cutting. 
It is 
therefore advisable in setting out an orch­ 
ard to plant grape-vines between the trees. 
In this way a tree will stand where every 
twenty-fourth vine should be. Such plant­ 
ing does not take up much room from the 
vineyard, and as the trees grew the vines 
can be gradually removed. 
Planted iu 
this way there will be forty trees to the 
acre, and after ten years’ growth a average 
yield of §20 per tree may be counted on.

As 1 was walking through one of the 
principal London streets the other day, on 
my way to fulfill a business engagement, 
my attention was attracted by one of those 
huge posters which plentifully besprinkle 
the walls of the city.

Feeding a Big City. 
_ The business ot producing and provid­ 
ing iood for mankind furnishes a liveli­ 
hood to a majority of the race. Generals 
in command of armies of 20,000 or 50,000 
men have been brought to ignominious 
defeat and flight for the lack of power to 
suPl'ly them with food ; and yet a popu­ 
lation of two and one-half minion people 
in and around New York is supplied with 
food every day and for every meal from 
all parts of the world. Ten thousaud head 
of cattle are slaughtered every week to 
provide New Y'ork with beef, and that is 
not more than one-half of the beef that is 
consumed there. Some of the beef comes 
in on foot; the rest comes in refrigerator 
cars from the AA est. Swine are brought 
in dressed ; but sheep are all killed in the 
city. The greater part of the fresh fish 
supply of the city comes in refrigerator 
cars from Boston and Gloucester; the rest 
come to the markets in fishing-boats. 
Enough fish is kept ahead in the cold 
storehouse to last the city two or three 
weeks. The vegetables come from almost 
anywhere. Lettuce is mainly brought 
from Boston, where one firm ships $100,000 
worth of it each year. Enormous amounts 
of celery come from Kalamazoo, Alich. The 
South supplies the early vegetables, and 
some of them come from Florida. They 
come in referigerator cars and because 
they can be safely shipped and easily kept, 
they no longer command fabulous prices. 
_ But the hulk of the green vegetable bus­ 
iness is still done in the old way by farm­ 
ers, who come in from their places five to 
thirty and more miles away and sell their 
produce from their wagons. Some of them 
start in the afternoon and drive all night, 
often sleeping on their wagons and only 
waking when their trained horses have 
brought them to the ferries at one and two 
o’clock at night. The Ganesvoort market 
is the only place where they are allowed 
to expose their “truck” for sale in the city, 
and there it is sold to dealers. In summer 
time as many as 3,000 wagons a day are 
driven in. The cattle on a thousand hills 
daily contribute the milk that New Y'ork 
consumes the next day. The farmer gets 
from one and one-half to two and one-half 
cents a quart for it and the consumer pays 
eight aud ten. The difference is divined 
among the railroads,commission merchants 
and peddlers, the latter getting several 
cents a quart. One of the curious things 
of the provision business is that eggs laid 
in Holland and Germany get to New Y'ork 
in less time than from some Western States 
and are actually cheaper than fresh eggs 
laid in this country, the reason l>eing they 
are rated as “limed eggs.”— Good House­ 
keeping. 


The Value of Poultry Meat. 
It is a positive pleasure to note the in­ 
creasing attention being given on every 
hand, by agricultural and general papers, 
to the poultry industry of the country. A 
mistaken idea obtains widely that jour­ 
nals devoted to poultry arc designed solely 
for the gratification of fanciers—i. e., per­ 
sons with a penchant for breeding to an 
idea rather than a practical standard. 
Truth is, these fanciers are the noble pio­ 
neers in a mighty work for good, hut 
they are as the poet or philosopher to the 
newspaper men in thedomainof literature. 
They hold the standard up, while the 
work-a-day operator fills in the foundation 
upon which to plant the emblem. There

All breeders can not 
become fanciers, but every farmer can be­ 
come a raiser of pure-blood fowls at a 
profit. The best grade of cattle, the best 
varieties of grain and the best grafts of 
fruit pay highest profits. AVliy not give 
the fowls a chance? Let tlie boys and 
girls take the matter up, and within the 
life of this generation we shall see the 
nation’s wealth increased hv poultry so 
greatly that the census-takers will be 
forced to give it a column in the reports.—

The local treat­ 
ment consisted iu licking the upper sur­ 
face of the paw, which it applied to the 
wounded eye, again licking the paw when 
it became dry. Animals suffering from 
traumatic fever treat themselves by the 
continued application of cold water, which 
AI. Delaunay considers to be more certain 
than any of the other methods. In view 
of these interesting facts we are, he thinks, 
forced to admit that hygiene and thera­ 
peutics, as proposed by animals, may, in 
the interest of psychology, be studied with 
advantage. Alanv physicians have been 
the keen observers of animals, their dis­ 
eases and the methods adopted by them in 
their wonderful instinct to cure themselves 
and have availed themselves of the knowl­ 
edge obtained in their practice.— New Or­ 
leans Picayune.

Sketch of a Dutch Dairy. 
I have just been in Holland, a most in­ 
teresting country, full of the cleanest 
houses and people and dirtiest canals you 
ever saw. AVe went through two Dutch 
dairies, an old one and a modern one. 
They are marvels of neatness and cleanli­ 
ness. Being summer, the cattle were out­ 
side, and the family were living in the 
cattle stalls. This was on the old farm, in 
which in winter they gave tip the best 
part of the house to the cattle. The stalls 
were quite large, ahout^eight feet square. 
One the iamily used as a dining-room, an­ 
other as sitting-room, chamber, etc. Those 
unused were decorated with sand and 
shells, witli lace curtains over the win­ 
dow?. Not the slightest smell was per­ 
ceptible. The feeding trough and canals 
were all glazed tiles, of various colors, and 
quite ornamental. 
The cattle outside 
looked fine, and gave beautiful milk, 
though, as a general thing, the quantities 
were not extravagant. One proprietor 
pointed out as his best cow, one giving 24 
liters (25 quarts). 1 forgot to mention 
that in the stalls they have a hook, for the 
purpose of tying up the cow’s tail, to pre­ 
vent it from becoming dirty. The Dutch 
milk carts look very attractive—a long, 
narrow cart, drawn by a dog and a man, 
containing six or eight highly-polished 
brass round tanks of peculiar shape. Sub­ 
stituting a horse for the dog I think it 
might take in America. The farmers arc- 
very kind and jovial, round, oily fellows. 
Everything looks well-to-do; no disorder 
or waste; every bit of ground carefully 
cultivated. You rarely see a hedge or 
fence in the country ; they u?e canals in­ 
stead. They are a happy-looking race, 
with the largest women I ever saw.—('. J.

Cross-Hred W heats. 
For a long time the scientific agricultur­ 
ists of England and France have paid con­ 
siderable attention to the improvement of 
the old, and the introduction of the new 
varieties of wheats. In France and En­ 
gland there are several private parties that 
devote the greater part of their time to 
the cross breeding of wheats, and in France 
there are one or two that are aided by the 
Government. 
In cross breeding they aim to use only 
those parents that have a distinct position 
in cultivation and possess remarkable and 
advantageous characteristics. Particular 
attention lias been paid to the production 
of early maturing wheats, and the blend­ 
ing of the white and red wheats. At first 
it was thought that definite results could 
be obtained in two or three years, but ex­ 
perience has proved that it takes much 
loDger. Some of the results of the cross­ 
ings have lieen remarkable, and are de­ 
tailed in a late issue of BeFs Weekly Mes­ 
senger. Im one case the grain produced by 
cross-breeding woolly-chaffed and smooth- 
chatted wheat was sown, ami produced 75 
per cent, of ears with smooth, and 25 per 
cent, of woolly chaff. The cross of some 
varieties has produced ears with some 
characteristics possessed by neither of the 
parents, in addition to those possessed by 
them. The product of crossing has never 
been exactly like either parent, but a dis­ 
tinct variety with characteristics which 
are, as a rule, found in one or the other of 
the parents, aud generally the cross has 
more strength, greater vigor and size than 
the parent, although sown by its side and 
treated the same.—American Miller.

THE LACE INDUSTRY. 
An Im provem ent Noted In Italy—Mar­ 
velous Laces. 
AYitliin late years the lace industry has 
revived in Venice, and not only in Venice, 
but throughout all Italy, and "is taught in 
the public school? of Rome. There are 
two kinds of A'enetian laces—that made 
with needles and that made with bobbins, 
only one person being engaged in the for­ 
mer to every twelve persons engaged in 
the latter. The laces made with the needle 
are far more elegant and costly than those 
made with the bobbin. T h e 'difference is- 
almost as marked as the difference between 
a steel engraving and an engraving on 
wood. (>ne is an elevated and difficult art, 
the other is an industrial one and serves 
the ordinary uses. 
The costliness of what i- known as point 
d’Alencon lace is owing to the fact that it is 
worked with the finest needles on parch­ 
ment pattern?, the pieces afterwards united 
by invisible seams. Twelve different hands 
are required to produce a single piece of 
the lace. The design is engraved upon 
copper ¡date, and is printed upon slips of 
parchment ten inches long, each slip num­ 
bered in a given order. The pattern is 
picked upon the parchment by the marker; 
then the tracer traces the pattern of the 
parchment with thread upon a piece of 
coarse linen attached to the parchment. 
The ground netting of the lace is then 
worked in, and it tiius passes from hand to 
hand until completed, when it is cut from 
the pattern with a sharp razor. 
A point d’Aleucon shawl has been known 
to sell lor 810,000. One of the most mar­ 
velous laces owned by the Empress Eugenie 
was a point de Brouxelles shawl. No less 
than eighty experts were employed for one 
year in making it, and it cost $22,000 in 
gold. It is in imitation of Royal Venice 
point, in its magnificent web, in its tracery 
of the Renaissance period and its devices 
of antique águres and Aloorish conceits. 
Heavy ferns droop over the almost invisi­ 
ble mesh, there are groups of medallions 
set in exquisite garlands of foliage, and the 
borders are worked around concealed horse 
hair, to give it greater stiffness, and to 
offer a striking contrast to the airy grace 
of the Brussels of manufacture, (¿ticen 
Isabella’s laces are valued at $1,000,000, 
and represent all kinds, epochs and nation­ 
alities; in her collection are Spanish man­ 
tilla veils wortli $6,000, dresses in point 
d’Alencon anil antique guipure valued at 
$20,000 each. 
The hand-made lace of France is princi­ 
pally produced at Caen, Bayeux, Chan­ 
tilly and the surrounding districts, and is 
executed with remarkable ability. The 
articles manufactured at Chantilly’ are or­ 
dinarily very costly and only within the 
command of the wealthy, but the Bayeux 
silk lace closely resembles it. There are 
no such assemblages of hand-lace workers 
in Ireland or Scotland as at Caen anil Bor­ 
deaux, where upwards of 50,000 females 
are engaged iu the occupation. The value 
of the annual exjiort of Saxony lace ap­ 
proaches $1,000,000. The workers in the 
North of Ireland and Scotland have an 
especial aptitude in producing difficult 
work. 
A modern improvement in the produc­ 
tion of lace is the introduction of shaded 
tints in the flowers and patterns, giving 
them the relief of a picture. The art has 
been mcst successfully used in the laces 
made in France. The effect is produced 
by varying the application of the two 
stitches used in making the flowers—the 
first being the “ toile” stitch which forms 
the close stitch, and the other the “grille” 
stitch employed in the more open part of 
the pattern.— The Epoch. 


T he F ieh o liu e. 
In order to test the merit of the so-called 
Picholine olive, Elwood Cooper, of Santa 
Barbara, makes the following propositions 
to growers of the tree: “That all those 
having trees in bearing pick the olives, 
being careful to weigh them from the 
pickers every day; then put some loose 
straw on the ground and cover with sheets 
or canvas, clear, and without any smell, 
and not near any stable where the odors 
coulil come in contact. Dry them in tiiis 
way in the sun, not over two inches deep, 
so that they could not mold or heat. 
After sufficiently dry to be shipped, send 
them by express to me at Santa Barbara, 
giving me the weight of the same when 
picked. They should be shipped between 
Christmas and the first of January. I ought 
to have at least two tons, 4,000 pounds, or 
not less than two thousand pounds. I 
will agree to make them into oil, and if 
good, will put the same on the market 
and sell it, paying each party pro rata the 
net proceeds, which will cover all expenses 
and more too. I will only charge the 
actual cost of putting on the market. I 
will keep a separate tank, made in the 
same way for the Mission, and will make 
an absolute test. I will take some of both 
to the next convention to be tested.” 


The Corn l’ack In 1K88. 
The ¡lacking of sweet corn in tin lias be­ 
come the most prominent feature of the 
canned goods trade. From the annual 
statement of the American Grocer, it ap­ 
pears that the total pack in 1888 was 3,­ 
491,474 cases of two dozen tins each, an 
increase over the pack in 1887 of 1,180,­ 
050 cases. This large gain is due to the 
multiplication of canning houses in the 
leading corn-growing States, Illinois, In­ 
diana and Iowa alone putting up about 
1,000,000 cases, or nearly one-third of the 
supply. 
Maryland and A'irginia pro­ 
duced" 1,037,450 cases: the State of New 
York, 563,468 cases; Maine, 496,200 cases,, 
which were 247,968; cases less than were 
|neked in 1887, the shrinkage being iue 
to killing frosts early in September. 
Prices of canned com show a great va­ 
riation, ranging from. 50 cents per dozen 
for inferior quality to 75@90 ceñís for 
good corn, aiil froto $1 10 to $J. 35 for 
extra quality.. The present supply is far 
above the annual requirements of the 
country, but the low price of the articlek 
causing a great increase in the consump­ 
tion and sentling it into thousands of 
places where it has not formerly been an 
article- of diet in the economy of the 
household. .As one remedy for checking 
the tendency to over-production, the Amer- 
ie-ni Grocer urges upon packers a higher 
standard of quality, and that less atten- 
' tion be paid to quantity. 


Itntantsts’ D evotion to P lants. 
Many a romance could be written of 
botanists in their self-denying devotion to 
plants and flowers. Linnseus’s life is one 
ceaseless heroism,, in which his love of 
certain plants amounted almost to a wor­ 
ship. His falling down on his knees on 
Putney heath, L-mdon, when lie first saw 
the goise in bloom, and thanking God for 
having created so beautiful a flower, is 
widely known,.and poets have vied with 
each other in setting the incident to tilting 
verse. Of an- earlier botanist the same or 
nearly the same story is told; so that we 
can only suppose that in this department 
of science sentiment of a certain kind as­ 
serts itself more readily than in some 
others. AT all events, the records are 
alive with instances of perseverance and 
devotion such as cannot be surpassed, if 
they can be-equaled, in other walks. AVhen 
Jussieu, the famous French botanist, for- 
examplo, was bringing a se-edling of the- 
Lebanon- cedar, from Syria, to Marseilles, 
the ship ran so short cf water, that;

glass a day. Jussieu shared his half with 
his plant,and thanks to- liis self-denial 
and genurwis enthusiasm it reached Paris 
in safety, and lived to be 100 years rid and 
SO feet high.

A MATTER OF VITAL INTEREST. 


T he saloon bill reported upon favorably 
in the Assembly, declaring that no license 
lax for sale of liquors at retail shall e x ­ 
ceed seven dollars a month, has created 


a storm of indignation since the R e c o r d - 


U n io n exposed the outrageous character 
aud the deep-laid purpose of the measure. 
I t is now 
understood that whisky has 
taken such 
alarm th at it will graciously 
consent to amendm ent of the bill so as to 
place the figure at $12 instead of $7 per 
mouth. 
B ut this will not do, for while that figure 
isuot insufficient, the provision is to rem ain 
th at the sum paid shall cover all State, 
county, town, township or municipal liquor 
licenses. 
T he bill must be wholly aban­ 
doned, and this business of licensing left, 
as now, to the towns, couuties and cities. 
W hy should it not be so ; have not the 
people of California cities the capacity to 
judge of their own ueeds and to govern 
themselves in this m atter of issuing liquor 
licenses, as well as in granting licenses to 
merchants, in the levy of taxes for roads, 
street lighting, police, water supply and 
other purposes ? 
W herein arc they weak 
or untrustw orthy, th at in this single bus­ 
iness of licensing the selling of liquor they 
m ust be deprived of the right given them 
by the Constitution to determ ine w hat 
license fee the bar business shall pay to 
the community that protects it? 
The truth is, the liqur interest is iu des­ 
perate fear of 
high license, and th is 
measure 
in 
the 
Assembly is 
an 
at­ 
tem pt 
to 
prevent 
it 
obtaining 
in 
this, as it lias in other States. 
T he hill 
i" the result of a conspiracy to compel the 
people of Los Angeles to cut loose from a 
system th a t has worked 
adm irably; to 
force San Diego to subm it herself once 
more to free saloons; to compel Sutter 
county, with her one liquor bar, to aban' 
don her safe haven of sobriety, order, and 
th e sm allest crim inal record known in the 
State, to adm it an unlim ited num ber of 
saloons to her territory, and to consent to 
the inevitable tesitll of an increased record 
of c rin e and poverty. 
As if it were not enough to attem pt 
legislation th a t flies in the face of settled 
political principle that government should 
he brought as near to the people as pos­ 
sible, and the right of local self-govern­ 
m ent interfered with only when the public 
interest makes it absolutely necessary, this 
infamous Assembly bill proposes to punish 
every city and town in the State for hav­ 
ing heretofore 
entertained 
even 
the 
thought of requiring the liquor business to 
bear a fair share of the cost it creates in 
t*>wn and citv governm ent. 
To accom­ 
plish this end, tlie bill provides that all 
li- ense collections for sale of liquors .shall 
he taken from the towns and cities and 
given over to the counties. 
The liquor license tax in the city of 
S uram ento i. now of two classes, $2 50 
and $5 | k-i month, respectively; the aggre­ 
gate collection in the city amounts to 
$13,000 pet annum; this =um the bill w il' 
strip from the city and transfer t > the 
ci untv treasury. 
W bile the result would 
L to very slightly reduce the 
lighter 
i muty tax, it -.i mid compel thetax-paycrs 
of the city, already overburdened u:, 1 
taxed as are those of hut one other citv 
in the State, to rais? - 13,t)00 more per an­ 
num than now 
O ur aggregate quarterly 
saloon license i> now $30 50 per quarter 
lor city anil i .u:itv, but this hill reduces it 
hv $9 50. so that, as a finality, the income 
ui the lax roll t > meet the expenses of city 
m.d (cmnty governm ent will lie very much 
reduced. 
Since the lower order of liquor interests 
have so wantonly and unprovokedlv made 
this vicious assault upou the people, it is 
in order for the people to reply, and the 
response should take the form not only of 
em phatic protest against the bill in ques­ 
tion, but, since that measure is a clear in. 
dication of the inteution of the low-ealoon 
interest to tighten its grip upon the throat 
• >f California communities, the res;louse 
should also take the form of a demand for 
a higher license than is now collected. 
And it should not he less than is imposed 
by San Diego, Los Angeles aud other 
cities and counties that, haviug tried the 
e.xjieriment, cannot be driven to aban­ 
don its virtues, unless the outrageous 
bill under discussion unfortunately is en- 
arted into law. 
There never will be a better oppor­ 
tunity than the present to settle this m at­ 
ter, so far as Sacramento is concerned. In­ 
stead of 300 bars, 200 of the better class 
will answer, and instead of $13,000 license 
from liquor selling, we may just as well 
receive $120,000 per annum. 
This accom­ 
plished, our heavy tax rate cau lie brought 
down the coming spring to one cent on the 
dollar, and, as a result, the home-seeker 
who is now turned front our doors will 
• • me and abide with us, and abounding 
prosperity, enlarged industries, lessened 
cost of local government and general con­ 
tent will prevail, as experience proves 
is i he case wherever the experim ent lias 
been tried. 
To the credit of the pro­ 
prietors of the better class of saloons in 
Sacram ento Ik* it said, that they are op­ 
posed, front the beginning to the end, to 
th e infamous 
bill 
San Francisco 
has 
spewed out upon the Legislature, and are 
in favor of a high license and its imme­ 
diate establishment. 


THE ESSENCE OF THE MATTER. 


Legislators who are opposing the Lon- 
ion E xhibition are not, we are convinced, 
ully advised of the merits of the pro)iosi- 
ion—with more of thought upon the sub­ 
set they m ust discover its virtues. Briefly 
md simply, it is an economic plan to pre- 
ent to the attention of the world, in its 
hief m arket and travel center, a repre- 
entative exhibition of our products. This 


i to be supplem ented by such other and 
ttractive display as will make the exhi- 
ition resorted to satisfy curiosity, a t the 
im e tim e by illustrating our clim atic ad- 
antages, topography, scenic glories and 
atural wonders, stim ulate the now feeble 
rift of tourist travel this way. These two 
nds ca i result in no benefits that will not 
s reflected in the increased prosperity of 
very legitim ate vocation in the State, 
'he result will he to enlarge our markets 
broad, just at the time when the lim it of 


our home m arket is being reached; to 
therefore encourage small farming and di­ 
versified production; to make horticult­ 
ure and food productions generally in Cal­ 
ifornia so profitable th at a desirable class 
of our own people will come in and occupy 
the large acreages in small holdings, and 
establish thereon homes in which the 
strength of the nation lies. 
Europe is 
seeking ju st such supplies as we h a v e; we 
can furnish them , if the knowledge, supple­ 
mented by sensible object proofs, is first 
im planted abroad; we can compete with 
the European producer, because our pro­ 
ducers are direct owners of the soil, and 
are not crippled by the rem aining bonds 
of a feudal system. 
These are propositions 
capable of demonstration, and it is worth 
a score of times the sum asked to put the 
plan in operation. 


BRILLIANT MEASURES. 


Of course the Senator who introduced the 
following bill is excusable when he stated 
that he did so by request. T hat disclaimer 
does not perm it its paternity to be charged 
to him : 
Section 1. All aliens are hereby prohibited 
from doiug business in tbis State, and 110 li­ 
censes to transact any business or occupation 
shall be granted or issued by the State, or any 
county or city, or city and county, or tow n or any 
m unicipal corporation to any aliens. 
Section 2. A violation of th e provisions of this 
Act shall be punishable by a fine of not less than 
two hundred dollars nor m ore th an one thou­ 
sand dollars for each offense, and im prisonm ent 
iu th e County Jail un til such flee aud costs of 
im prisonm ent are paid. 
T he genius of which the idea was born 
ought to be hunted out and tiie mortal 
casket th at enfolds it should be honored by 
a marble figure to fill one of the vacant 
niches in the Capitol rotunda. 
T he fear­ 
lessness with which the author of the bill 
deals w ith the treaties of the nation, the 
lofty disregard he entertains for the wel­ 
fare of Americans engaged in business 
al road, the line exclusiveness of policy on 
which his brilliant idea stands sponsor, 
ought to im mortalize the author. 
As a 
bit of pleasantry, the bill, if not seriously 
intended, is a gem. 
But if introduced in 
sober earnest, and with the hope that a 
California Legislature will he so asinine 
as to pass it, the question ought to he put 
to the author, and he be allowed a century 
of tim e in which to answer: 
“ W hat 
would you have aliens arriving in this 
country in response to our invitation to 
im m igrate, do to m aintain themselves in 
the interim of tim e th at must precede n at­ 
uralization ?” 
Probably from the same fertile source 
spraug th at other Senate bill providing 
that w ithin one year from the passage of 
the Act, any real property owned by aliens 
in the State of California shall be for­ 
feited to the State, sold and the proceeds 
added to the general school fund. 
A sin­ 
gle sentence of the bill will serve to illus­ 
trate its literary style. 
It declares th at 
the forfeited property shall be sold by the 
Sheriff “ after having been declared for­ 
feited by the Board of Supervisors or 
other local authority in which said pro¡>erty is 
situated, and duly advertised for thirty 
days subsequent to such sales,” etc. 
As a 
legislative and an intellectual freak, this 
latter bill deserves to be graven upon ta ­ 
bles of brass. 
Seriously, however, it is an 
insult to the legislative Ixxlv of the State 
of California to have such measures pro­ 
jected upon its records. 


A WISE BILL. 


The bill of Senator Dixon requiring all 
executions to be conducted at the State 
Prison is one th at should not meet with 
a single vote in opposition. 
It is impos­ 
sible for anyone who has made any sincere 
inquiry into the subject w hatever to re­ 
turn from it with any other conviction 
than th at the execution of crim inalsin the 
several 
counties 
is 
demoralize-ig 
and 
greatly 
lends 
to 
counteract the very 
purpose of inflicting the extrem e penalty. 
Let us surround the gallows with all the 
terror of privacy of use and tli-• victim 
with the penalty of sequestration from 
public view and deprivation of all d ra ­ 
matic posing upon the scaffold, and shut 
out the hysterical women who find in 
every condemned m urderer an object upon 
which to lavish abnormal sym pathy. 
The bill of Senator Dixon provides th at 
there can lie present at the execution only 
the W arden, the Sheriff of the county who 
b.-'ngs the convict to the prison, the Board 
o ' Managers and Physicians of the prison 
at San (¿uentin, the prisoner's clergyman, 
the three witnesses the victim is priv­ 
ileged to invite, and a certain num ber of 
newspaper rejxirters. 
The bill ought to 
go further than th is and follow the New 
York plan in prohibiting publication of 
sensational reports of executions. 
The 
work of the press in this m atter has all 
been bad, dem oralizing; rather an incent­ 
ive to 
rime than a deterrent influence. 
None better know this to lie true than 
newspaper men. 
The bill is strong in the economy it con­ 
serves. 
It will be as immen-e saving to 
the people to have one instead of fifty-two 
places of execution, one gallows tree in- 
-tead of fifty-two, one official to carry out 
the penalty of th e law instead of fifty-two 
Slierills. 
On this ground alone the hill is 
commendable.

It is to be made 
representative just as fully as is possible, 
of every industrial art aud all production 
that can by remotest possibility lie sup­ 
posed to have an interest in a European 
m arket. 
B ut as a m atter of fact there is 
no interest whatever, from th at of the car­ 
rier of the hod to the m anufacturer of an 
engine; from the blacker of hoots to the 
compositor in a job office; from the tiller 
of the soil to the shipping merchant, that 
will not equally share in any licnefits th at 
may flow from an exhibition of California 
products abroad and the consequent en­ 
largem ent of our market. 
It is simply 
impossible to enlarge the m arket for our 
product-*, and confine the results to the 
single interest of production from the soil. 
T here is no man so poorly informed who 
does not know that as soil production suf­ 
fers in California every other worthy in­ 
terest declines; th at as it prospers, ail 
other industries are vitalized.

the insufficient drainage and bad sewerage. 
In the face of such testimony there ought 
to be no hesitation on the part of the 
legislators 
upon 
the 
question 
of re­ 
moval. w hich is not “to what point,” 
but simply re-location somewhere, where 
the natural demands of the Home will be 
met by favorable natural conditions; con­ 
ditions th at will contribute in the highest 
degree to the end and aim of the in stitu ­ 
tion—the training and 
up-building of 
the febie-minded into self-reliance and 
self-helpfulness, th at they may not rem ain 
State charges nor objects of pity, nor the 
institution continue to be wholly a State 
burden. 


MISTAKEN AS TO THE FACTS. 


The San Francisco Call says: 
It w ill be tim e enough for producers to go to 
Sacram ento for help to sell th eir w tres abroad 
w hen they are able to supply the hom e de­ 
m and. California is not now shipping to the 
East enough trine for the consum ption of New 
York City alone; it is producing less th an h alf 
I he raisins eaten in this country. 
W hich shows how ignorant the Call is of 
the facts relating to California production. 
F or instance, in its own columns recently 
appeared a statem ent made in an official 
body, by a man best qualified of all others 
to know, th at our raisin product for 1889 
will very greatly exceed the consumption 
possible to be expected for it in the L'nited 
States. 
So, too, in the same meeting, Mr. 
Rose stated that it is now an absolute neces­ 
sity to secure a larger m arket for California 
wines, and th at it can he best looked for 
and secured abroad. 


I t is proposed to create in each county 
when desired, a new office, to be filled by 
an official to be known as Sheep Commis­ 
sioner, whose duty it shall be to inspect all 
flocks of sheep twice a year, and to take 
steps to eradicate any contagious disease 
that may be found among them. 
B ut the 
officer is to he named in the county only 
when fifty resident freeholders petition the 
Board of Supervisors for the appointm ent 
of such Commissioner. 
It would seem 
th at the proposed State V eterinarian ought 
to be able to do all th at is necessary in the 
m atter of inspection of bands of domestic 
animals. 
But, as the bill does not inflict 
the Sheep Commissioner upon the people 
except ujKin petition, and tinder the dis­ 
cretion of Boards of Supervisors, the ob­ 
jections to the scheme cannot well lie 
pressed with energy. 
However, the pro­ 
posed law is defective, in failing to provide 
th at the Commissioner may, on discovering 
a diseased animal, remove and sequester it, 
or, if need he to prevent the spread of the 
disease, kill it. 
The hill simply declares 
that in case of such discovery he shall 
notify the owner, and if, after ten days, the 
latter does nut take proper stejis to prevent 
the spread of the disease, or to effect a 
cure of the anim al, then the “ Commis­ 
sioner is to take action to eradicate the dis­ 
ease as he may deem 
necessary and 
proper.” 
T hat is too loose an authority to 
invest the official with any power th a t a 
Court will (ortifv. 
If he is to have any 
official power at all, it must be specifically 
and affirmatively defined, and he m ust he 
distinctly invested with it, and its lim ita­ 
tions he clearly expressed. 


D e r a t in g a principle more than a hun­ 
dred years ago, the “ Federalist” declared 
th at it was wisdom on the p art of a people, 
and experience had so proved it, to commit 
the m atter of adm inistration of the finances 
and local concerns to local boards of a few 
of their own men. 
Y et in the face of this 
political and economic truth, the Legisla­ 
ture of the State of California is asked to 
take from the communities of California, 
its towns, cities and counties, the right to 
govern their local and internal affairs as 
their need directs, and th eir judgm ent 
approves. 
I t is asked to “fix” the license 
for all communities th at they may be per­ 
m itted to collect from the business of 
liquor selling, but they are left free to 
impose whatever license tax they choose, 
upon any and all other business. 
In this 
simple m atter of regulating the interest 
th at costs the [teople more concern and 
coin than any other, they are to be for­ 
bidden to take any part, or to reap any 
benefit. 
If it had been forecast, th a t in 
the blaze of the intelligence and freedom 
of the last h alf of the nineteenth century, 
any such proposition would he made to a 
Legislature of any American State, the 
prophet would have been scorned as insult­ 
ing the spirit of the age. 


T h e United States Government will not 
be likely to seek a quarrel w ith Germany 
because of 
the Samoan 
complication ; 
neither should it avoid one if thrust upon 
it. 
She must enter the protest of common 
hum anity, if nothing more, against the dec­ 
laration of war Germany has proclaimed 
against the handful of islanders in Poly­ 
nesia, struggling for the right of self-gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Our obligations to Samoa de­ 
mand of us the entry of a protest, and in­ 
sist th at [tending th at and the conference 
in which it will result, G erm any shall 
cease to wage war upon Mataafa. It would 
lie worse than farcial for the American 
Governm ent to agree to a conference for 
settlem ent of the difficulty, and at the same 
tim e consent to the war against Samoa go­ 
ing on. 
Should th a t be done Germany 
will have wiped the Samoan Government 
out of existence liefore the commission­ 
ers for the conference can get together. 
T he news this morning is th at the German 
authorities have so far receded as to relin­ 
quish the claim to govern A pia during the 
contest. 
They must concede a good deal 
more liefore a conference can l>e consented 
to, for they must suspend hostilities and 
abandou the blockade of Samoan ports lie- 
forc anv arbitration is had.

and 
learning the situation, snatched a revolver 
from a closet, and meeting the intruder in 
the dining-room shot him dead. 
AN UNKNOWN. 
Lohmeyer went down town to give h im ­ 
self up and met Officer Franks, who ac­ 
companied him to the station-house. 
The 
dead m an was taken to the Coroner’s. 
He is said to be about 35 years of age, 
five feet seven or eight inches in hight, 
has dark hair and mustache and had been 
freshly shaven. 
There was nothing about 
his person by which to identify him . 
The supposition is. of course, that he was 
bent on mischief, and front the facts—so 
far as know n—the action of Mr. Lohmeyer 
was apparently justifiable.

been opened in Sacram ento. 
It is located 
on Second street, betw een K and L, n ext 
door to th e engine house. 
If it has n ot the 
sanction an d protection of th e police offi­ 
cials o f th e city, it has n o th in g is .he wide 
w orld io fear from them , an d does no t even 
need to keep a w atch at th e w icket to guard 
against surprises. 
In fact, doors and w in ­ 
dow s open, fearing n o th in g and n o thing to 
fear, is th e condition of unlaw ful gam bling 
gam es u n d er th e uresent police ad m in istra­ 
tion. 
T h e C hief of Police was elected upon a 
“ refo rm ” platform , em phatically requiring 
th a t all un law fu l gam es sh o u id be su p ­ 
pressed. 
A fter his nom in atio n and before 
his election he repeatedly stated th at if 
elected be could and would suppress every 
gam e in th e city, an d th at no gam e pro­ 
hibited by 
law 
should 
be 
perm itted 
d u rin g 
his 
term of office. 
H e m ade 
th is statem en t repeatedly to th e w riter, 
an d also to hundreds 
of others. 
H e 
k e p t his w ord for 
aw hile— for 
several 
m o n th s, long enough to show th a t he 
could do so w ith u t th e slightest difficulty, 
ju st as long as be h ad such a desire. 
B ut 
on a certain occasion, in an evil hour, he 
“ q u it,” an d in doing so left th e m em bers 
of o th er political parties w ho had reposed 
confidence in h im and broken p arty lines 
to elect h im , stranded high an d dry on the 
bleak sands of disappointm ent. 
T h e G rand Ju ry has before it th e fact 
th a t so long as the gam blers understand 
th a t th e C hief of Police had a purpose to 
suppress all unlaw ful gam es, the latter 
w ere en tirely blotted o u t; no t a siDgle one 
existed in th e city.

B A S E B A L L . 


A. H u m b e it F n g a g ed a s an E xp ert to 
R ep ort on th e V arious S ystem s. 
A special m eeting of tb e B oard of City 
T rustees was held yesterday m orning for 
the purpose o f conferiDg w ith P. A. H u m ­ 
bert, a h ydraulic engineer. upon th e ques­ 
tion of the w ater supply of this city. 
Mr. 
H um bert is an engineer of considerable 
note, and at present is th e S uperintendent 
of the Folsom W ater Pow er C om pany and 
is engineer of the w orks now being con­ 
structed at th e Folsom prison. 
A t th e m eeting of the Board on M onday 
last M ayor Gregory was requested to con­ 
fer w ith Mri H um bert as to the probable 
cost of m aking a test of th e w ells east of the 
city to secure w ater, and also to m ake an 
investigation of th e present w ater supply. 
T h ird Trustee W olf sa d he was in tavor 
of first exam ining th e m achinery now in 
use, th e quality of the w ater furnished and 
see if any change was necessary. 
Mr. H u m b ert said he w ouid not have 
tim e to begin the proposed test befuresom e 
tim e n ext week, and the result w ould be 
com pleted in tim e to present to th e people 
before 
th e 
approaching 
city 
election. 
W hen asked w hat be w ould charge for 
such w ork, he replied th at he understood 
th at thi3 was not a m oney-m aking scheme; 
th at be was a resident of th is county and 
was w illing to help along th e prosperity of 
Sacram ento, and w ould m ake no direct 
charge— he w ould leave th e m atter to th e 
judgm ent of th e T rustees aud accept w h at­ 
ever they proffered. 
STREET RAILWAYS. 
M ayor Gregory said th a t reports had 
been m ade th at he was opposed to outside 
capital com ing into Sacram ento for in v est­ 
m ent. 
H e certainly had been m isunder­ 
stood. 
H e never m ade snch a statem ent.

3. W ithin three m onths after said road 
is built, sam e m ust be equipped an d con­ 
tinuously operated to th e satisfaction of the 
B oard of T rustees, and to m eet th e require­ 
m ents of lire public convenience. 
4 T rack not to be taken u p at any tim e 
d u rin g existence of franchise w ithout con­ 
sent of th e B oard of T rustees. 
5 F ailure 10 fulfill th e requirem ents of 
franchise to cause forfeiture of all rights 
em bodied th erein —barring unavoidable de­ 
lays in securing m aterial necessary for con 
struclion or m aintenance of said road, or 
extraordinary or unforeseen accidents th at 
m ay cause tem porary im pedim ent to con 
tinuous operation thereof.

G eorge F ry. o f O il C ity, fooarns o f 
H i« B roth er’s D eath in a 
M ysteriou s W ay. 


The American Society of Psychical Re­ 
search, of Boston, has been very much in­ 
terested in the “ Fry case at Oil City,” 
and under the direction of Richard Hodg­ 
son, Secretary of the Society, the Globe- 
Democrat cun espondeot has investigated 
the remarkable case for publication in 
tlieir proceedings, now going through the 
press. The case has previously been re- 
|K>rted in the newspapers, hut in the hur­ 
ried in an nor in which the facts were 
obtained 
some 
essential 
points 
were 
omitted, giving the skeptical a chance to 
quibble. 
As given complete, the case 
probably presents one of the most extraor­ 
dinary psychical phenomena of which there 
is authentic record. 
George Fry, of Oil City, says he heard 
while at his home what seemed to him to 
he l ho voice of his brother Gideon issue 
from a clock, saying: “ I’m gone! I’m 
gone!” at precisely the time that his 
brother did utter these words on his death 
bed at Big Rapids, Michigan, Sunday even­ 
ing. December 4 ,1887. 
George Fry, vlio relates this incident of 
a presentiment of bis brother’s death, has 
been a resident of Oil City for twenty-five 
years. 
He is uow about thirty-nine years 
of age, a member in good standing of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, and a man 
who is regarded as a good citizen in every 
respect. 
At the time of the above occur­ 
rence he was depot master, employed by 
the Allegheny \ alley and New York and 
Western Pennsylvania Railroads. 
With a 
view to the fuller investigation of the case, 
Mr. Fry was seen and asked to relate the 
incident as he remembered it, for j.erma 
nent record in the proceedings of the 
Amer can Society for Psvcl ical R st arc \ 
This is Mr. Fry’s statem ent: 
“ My brother Gideon and I had been 
much together, and were more intimate in 
our associa’iotis than other members of the 
family. 
I was much attached to him. On 
Friday, December 2d, 1 rec ivtd a telegram 
from tiis physician at. Big Rapids that he 
was ill, and could not live over twenty-four 
hours. 
1 had known of his iliuess, but he 
had not been regarded as in a dangerous 
condition. 
I «. odd not leave my business 
to go to him, and I was greatly troubled on 
this account, 
i was thinking of him al­ 
most constantly. 
In church Sunday he 
was the chiel subject of my prayers. 
“ Sunday evening, after church, I sat down 
to write him a letter, and while writing it 
1 observed that the clock in the room— 
his clock by the a ay—had stopped.

up to start it, and looking at my watch saw 
licit it had been stopped but a few min­ 
utes. 
I started to wind it up, and found 
that it had not iun down.

in the voice oi brother Gid, ‘ i’m gone ! 
I’m gone!’ 
The words were distinctly

Gid had died at that moment, and that 
these were his IzR words, thas 1 hastilv 
sealed the letter, laid it away and did not 
mail it. 
1 noted the time as 9:45.

T he dynam ite gun is a great thing to 
protect a narrow channel, but it is hard to 
see w hat a gun carrying a m ile at the 
Narrows can do to protect New York from 
an ironclad at Coney Island pitching 
shells into the Forty-second street depot, 
eleven miles away. 
It is still harder to 
be sure that a gun which only works under 
favorable circumstances on land will do 
its work in a head sea. 
U ntil the dyna­ 
m ite _ charges are tried at sea, absolutely 
nothing is known as to the value of the 
dynam ite gun. 
The Vesuvius, of course, 
rem ains meanwhile the fastest ship afloat. 
W ell as the dynam ite gun works on land, 
and useful as it seems likely to be in har­ 
bor and channel defense, it would be 
worthless in defending New York harbor, 
because there are not now any bomb- 
proofs which could protect it against the 
fire of heavy guus from a fleet, and it is 
doubtful if any mere fortifications could 
protect it in the absence of heavy artillery 
to meet the fire of a modern ironclad 
fleet.

Individually the business men 
are pushing and enterprising—collectively, 
as a Board of Trade, they are as dead as’a 
door nail. 
Santa Rosa is a model ar.d a moral city. 
It has ten established churches, with reg­ 
ular preaching, most of them owning neat 
church edifices. 
The Baptist, Methodist 
Episcopal, 
Methodist 
South, 
German 
Methodist, Congregational, Presbyterian, 
Catholic, Lutheran, Seventh-Day Advent­ 
ists, 
Christian and Band of 
Holiness 
churches are all represented. 
Santa Rosa can also boast of her educa­ 
tional 
advantages. 
Besides the public 
schools, which rank first in this land of e x ­ 
ceptionally fine schools, there is the Ursu- 
liue 
Academy, 
a 
Catholic school for 
young ladies with a corps of eight instruct 
ors ; t he Pacific Methodist College with 
an able Faculty and courses, classical, 
mathematical 
and 
philosophical; 
the 
Santa Rosa Young Ladies’ Seminary, a 
popular school with four instructors 
the 
Santa Rosa Young Ladies’ College, also 
popular and of a high order; and the Santa 
Rosa Normal School, a pride of the city.

Resides all the desirable things men­ 
tioned, the transportation arrangements 
must not be omitted. 
It is not to be sup­ 
posed that anyone once visiting a city so 
fortunate would cvet desire to get away, 
but if business needs so compel there are 
five passenger mail trains a day to San 
Francisco, three by the Nortli Pacific 
Coast line of railroad already mentioned 
and two by the Southern Pacific by way of 
Napa .Junction, the fare in either case 
being the saíne—$1 75.
